1 . This Office Action is responsive to Amendment received on 5/26/2009. 

In liglit of amendments the rejection of claims 37, 39-46, under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, has been removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 37, 39-46 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record. Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259) is in the same field of 
endeavor disclosing frame size adjustment and efficiently transmitting digital signals in 
frames using a radio frequency channel via CDMA modulated radio signals. However, 
the cited closest art fails to disclose the inventive steps of dynamically assigning data 
traffic channels for receiving data based on an urgency factor, wherein urgency factor is 
indicative of the urgency of the data traffic to be transmitted from the at least one data 
buffer in the base station", as in claim 37.
